Our synod warmly welcomes the 
Rev. Dr. John Futchs to our conven¬ 
tion! Dr. Futchs, our official repre¬ 
sentative of the United Lutheran 
Church, comes to us from Denver, 
Colorado, where he is president of 
the Rocky Mountain Synod of the 
ULCA. The Rocky Mountain Synod 
is a fast-growing synod with over 
20 congregations in the States of 
Colorado, Wyoming and New Mexi¬ 
co. Present baptized membership is 
about 12,000. Dr. Futchs became the 
first full-time president of the synod 
in 1951. Prior to that he had served 
as president from 1946-48, while also 
serving one of its congregations. 

Dr. Futchs is a native of Wilming¬ 
ton, North Carolina. He graduated 
from our Wagner College (ULCA) 
in 1927, and from our Seminary in 
Philadelphia in 1930. He was or¬ 
dained on July 9th, 1930. He has 
served parishes in Weatherly, Penn¬ 


sylvania, Garden Parish, Virginia, 
and Boulder, Colorado. He is a mem¬ 
ber of the executive committees of 
the boards of our Midland College 
and Central Seminary in Fremont, 
Nebraska, and a member of the 
Board of Deaconess Work of our 
United Lutheran Church. 

It is with pleasure that we wel¬ 
come this president of one of our 
sister-synods of the United Lutheran 
Church to be the official spokesman 
of the ULCA. He comes well equip¬ 
ped to inspire us with a message of 
the “whole program of the whole 
Church” because he is the leader of 
a synod that stands at the top of the 
list of the 34 ULCA synods in the 
promotion of stewardship and evan¬ 
gelism.

Our Young Peo¬ 
ple’s Association is very active, on 
June 1st they sponsored the showing 
of interesting colored films; they 
turned over the offering to the 
“Piano fund”. They have a volley¬ 
ball team as part of the volley-ball 
league of the Lutheran churches of 
Vancouver. 

Recently the pastor conducted an 
Icelandic service in the Calvary 
Church, Seattle, in connection with 
the 30th anniversary services there. 
Three families with eight children 
have recently joined our congrega¬ 
tion. 

Seattle Parish 

Calvary Lutheran church recently 
celebrated its 30th anniversary. 
Actually it is much older. It origi¬ 
nated as a preaching point in 1900, 
reorganized as the present congrega¬ 
tion in 1925 but did not call its first 
full time pastor until 1926. Pastor 
Harald Sigmar of Kelso preached at 
the 11.00 a.m. service, Pastor Eric 
Brynjolfson at an Icelandic language 
service at 2.30, and the Rev. K. 
Simundsson at a festival service at 
7.30 in the evening. About 600 
people were in attendance during 
the day. Anniversary gifts were 
given to the church by the Deacons, 
the Women of the church, the Vestri 
Literary Society and the Eining 
Society. 

On June 10th the Icelandic com¬ 
munity was featured in a full page 
of the story section of the Seattle 
Daily Times. A special emphasis was 
given to the religious life of the Ice¬ 
landic people and in particular Cal¬ 
vary Church. Those pictured were 
Jakobina Johnson, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jon Magnusson, Pastor Weberg and 
Mr. Karl Frederick. Many prominent 
people of the Icelandic colony were 
mentioned. 
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The choir is presenting a spring 
concert on June 17th and the Luther 
League is sponsoring a youth service 
on June 24th. Pastor Weberg is a 
chaplain (1st Lieut.) in the Army 
Reserve and is taking a fifteen-day 
tour of duty beginning the 15th of 
June. A two week daily vacation 
Bible school is being planned for 
August. The many friends of the 
home for the aged in Blaine from 
Calvary Church entertained at the 
home the first Sunday in June. 
Dennis Bjornson, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Tani Bjornson, was recently honored 
with a trip to a music conference in 
St. Louis. Dennis is one of the top 
students in music in the Seattle 
Public School system ■—- possibly in 
the state. A class of six were con¬ 
firmed the first Sunday after Easter. 
Guest speakers during the summer 
will be: Rev. Rismiller of Seattle and 
Rev. Fagerberg, Dean of the L.B.I. 
in Minneapolis, Minn. 


St. Stephen’s—Silver Heights 

Palm Sunday was the official or¬ 
ganization day of our congregation. 
It was a thrilling day for the 100 
adults and 76 children who were its 
Charter Members. Present member¬ 
ship is 106 adults and 82 children. 
Average attendance for March and 


April at morning service was 104! 
With the coming of summer the May 
and June average has seen a slight 
drop to 95. 

Our choir now has 21 members, 
and they render an anthem at every 
service. Besides this they sang at 
the Fishermen’s Festival in Gimli in 
May, and also put on two full con¬ 
certs away from home, one in Glen- 
boro and one at the Welsh Church 
in Winnipeg. Our first Building Fund 
Drive was held the last week in May 
and $8,000 was raised in cash and 
pledges for our future church! We 
have now paid for our church site, 
and are making the regular monthly 
payments on the loans to purchase 
the parsonage. 

At our first congregational meet¬ 
ing after organization we called Rev. 
Eric Sigmar, Mission Developer, to 
be our first pastor . . . Our Sunday 
School enrollment when we held our 
Closing Exercise on June 17th was 
76; average attendance has been 65 
during the spring months. We had a 
wonderful picnic at Colmer’s Park, 
near Beausejour, Man., on Sunday 
afternoon, June 17th. Over 130 at¬ 
tended our Sunday School service 
and then everyone drove to the pic¬ 
nic grounds about 40 miles from our 
place of worship, the St. James 
Y.M.C.A. 


Betel Building Drive 

Everyone is interested in our Old 
People’s Home, Betel! Betel has 
been a haven of hope for our older 
people for over forty years. With 
limited facilities it has given loving 
care to hundreds of our senior 
citizens through the years. But now 
Betel is in desperate need of re¬ 
building. The old building is now a 
dangerous fire-trap, equipment and 
facilities are out-of-date, and the 
waiting list is long. At our conven¬ 
tion last year, synod decided to 
launch out on a Building Fund 
Drive for $175,000 to build a new 
unit, and remodel the old one. You 
have read much of the publicity that 
has been given this important pro¬ 
ject of our. The Betel Board of 


Directors created a Building Cam¬ 
paign Committee. This committee 
has attempted to organize financial 
drives in all our communities 
through the winter. The winter was 
difficult, so the campaign for funds 
was greatly hindered. But the com¬ 
mittee is happy to report that of 
this date, about half our goal has 
been raised in cash and pledges— 
$85,000. (This includes the Manitoba 
Government grant of $42,500.) Many 
communities have not yet begun 
their drive for funds for Betel, but 
are planning to do so this summer. 
The committee respectfully urges 
all our parishes and communities to 
organize their local canvas as soon 
as possible. The sooner the neces¬ 
sary funds are raised, the sooner we 
can properly and adequately care 
for our beloved older people.

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THE EVANGELISM 

The Lutheran Evangelism Mission 
is on the march! Throughout all 
areas of our United Lutheran Church 
enthusiastic success stories are being 
reported wherever an Area Mission 
has been held. By this time we all 
know what “evangelism” is, and 
what the “Lutheran Evangelism 
Mission of our Church is seeking to 
do. To recapitulate briefly, evangel¬ 
ism is winning others to Christ and 
His Church, and keeping them in His 
redeeming fellowship. It is answer¬ 
ing our Lord’s command to “Go and 
tell . . The Lutheran Evangelism 
Mission Program was designed by 
our Church to train our peole in the 
local congregations to carry out the 
task of evangelism, and to organize 
a two-year program whereby every 
ULCA congregation would be a 
“preaching-reaching-teaching” mis¬ 
sion. The Mission results in an “in¬ 
reach” to the members of the con¬ 
gregation, and an “outreach” to the 
unchurched in the communities. 
Wherever a Mission has been held 
the congregation becomes spiritually 
strengthened and vitalized in all its 
activity; it becomes awakened to its 
need of an on-going constant evan¬ 
gelism emphasis in its life. 

Congregations of our synod are, 
for the most part, becoming part of 
an Area Mission in their localities. 
Preparation is well under way in 
many of our congregations. Some 
have already carried out the pro¬ 
gram. A wonderfully successfull 
Area Mission was the one at Gimli. 
Three congregations participated: 
Gimli, Riverton and Arborg. Smaller 
congregations nearby participated. 
To Pastor B. R. Fridriksson great 
credit is due for his untiring work 
in preparing for this Area Mission. 
Because the Arborg-Riverton parish 
was without a pastor, Miss Eleanore 
Gillstrom, Education Missionary of 
our ULCA, was sent there to help in 
the preparations. The executive com¬ 
mittee was composed of: Dr. F. 
Scribner, Gimli, president; A. Sig- 
urdson, Arborg, treasurer; and V. 
Benedictson, Riverton, secretary; 
Pastor Fridriksson, pastoral advisor; 
and Pastor E. Sigmar, synod evangel¬ 
ism secreary. Here are some of the 
interesting statistics: Three guest 
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missioners: Pastor K. Hewitt of 
South Carolina in Gimli; Pastor M. 
Franke of Minneapolis in Arborg; 
and Pastor H. Hartig of Edmonton 
in Riverton. The Mission was super¬ 
vised by the Rev. W. A. Mehlen- 
bacher, regional director for Canada. 
Total attendance at Mission services 
was 2,907! Total offering for the 
week was $742.62; total expenses, 
$718.32. Visitations and services re¬ 
sulted in twenty new members for 
the Gimli Church. The spiritual in- 
reach in all places can never be 
measured by statistics. 

Synodical congregations in south¬ 
ern Manitoba are participating in 
the Winnipeg Area Mission, Novem¬ 
ber llth-16th. A total of 29 Luth¬ 
eran congregation are taking part 
with First Lutheran, St. Stephen’s, 
Selkirk, Argyle and Langruth en¬ 
rolled from our synod. Our two 
parishes in North Dakota have joined 
with nearby congregations of the 
Western Canada and Northwest 
Synod to form the Cavalier Area 
Mission, November llth-16th. Pastor 
S. Guttormsson is chairman, and O. 
Skulason, secretary. A successful 
“isolated mission” was held in our 
Blaine Church in April with H. S. 
Sigmar of Kelso as guest missioner.

On June 22nd our synod president, 
Dr. V. J. Eylands accompanied by 
his wife, left Winnipeg by airplane 
for Iceland. As president of synod 
he had received an invitation from 
the State Church of Iceland to at¬ 
tend the 900th anniversary of the 
founding of Skalholt, first bishopric 
of the country. For 750 years Skal¬ 
holt remained the “capital” of the 
Church of Iceland, both before and 
after the Lutheran Reformation. It 
was not only the religious center of 
the nation, but also the literary and 
cultural gathering place of the coun¬ 
try, for there were no towns in Ice¬ 
land until the 19th century. On this 
hallowed place in Iceland a new 
“cathedral” is to be built, the corner¬ 
stone of which will be laid on Sun¬ 
day, July 1st. At that time church 
leaders from many countries will 
attend the festivities. Dr. Eylands 
will be there to represent our synod.

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THE STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY SPEAKS— 


Remarking recently on the short¬ 
age of ministers in our synod, some¬ 
one said to me, “With all the money 
we send to the United Lutheran 
Church in America, why can’t we 
just go to the ULCA and tell them 
to send us some ministers?” I have 
no intention of singling that person 
out, but I would like to discuss this 
query because it is being asked all 
over our synod. 

First of all, we are not sending in 
that much money to the ULCA! I 
don’t know where we get our ex¬ 
agerated sense of proportions, but we 
are not nearly as big nor are we as 
generous as we would like to think. 
Here is the hard fact: As long as I 
can remember the Icelandic Synod 
has been lowest of all synods in the 
ULCA in the amount of money for¬ 
warded for the support of the Bene¬ 
volent work of the Church. In fact, 
you might compare us to an anchor, 
in that we have been holding back 
the entire Church because we haven’t 
been doing our fair share to support 
the Church in her work. To use an¬ 
other figure, we are merely the tail 
on the dog; it is foolish for us to 
expect to “wag” the dog—we don’t 
carry that much weight. 

Second, let’s get the picture of our 
Church (the ULCA) in focus. It is 
made up of some 30 other synods 
like ours. These other synods have 
the same rights, privileges, work and 
responsibilities as we do. Because of 
the democratic make-up of our 
Church, we have representation, in 
equal proportion with other synods, 
to the convention which regulates 
the life and work of the whole 
Church. Doesn’t it seem a little pre¬ 
sumptuous, then, for us to go before 
these other synods and demand that 
they give us some of their men? 
Actually, the other synods are con¬ 
cerned about us, out of a sense of 
brotherly love. But what kind of 
people are we, that we presume to 
have the right to demand it? Let 
us remember, with pangs of con¬ 
science, that we have done precious 
little to earn such love, and next to 
nothing to repay it! 


Third, have we lost, altogether, the 
ability and the desire to take care of 
ourselves? Where did the other 
synods get the men for their minis¬ 
tries? They raised them from among 
their own people. The fact that we 
don’t have enough pastors in our 
synod today is merely a reflection of 
the lack of interest and concern that 
our people have for the life, work, 
and future of our church. How could 
we have the gall to go before other 
synods to ask for their sons for our 
ministry, when we don’t think 
enough of that ministry to man it 
with our own sons? 

Finally, let’s remember that we 
aren’t buying anything with our 
Benevolence money, we are doing 
something through it. We are not 
paying for attention and respect and 
brotherly love. On the contrary, we 
are supporting Christ’s work through 
His Church. We are commanded by 
Christ to carry on a missionary pro¬ 
gram, both in foreign countries and 
at home. We are too small to do that 
all alone; we would not be Christians 
if we didn’t do it at all. Here is our 
solution: The ULCA, to which we 
belong, is the means by which we 
carry on that missionary work. By 
joining together with other synods, 
combining our resources with theirs, 
and by working for the same pur¬ 
poses together with them . . . we 
should be able to accomplish a great 
deal in the effort to carry out 
Christ’s commands. The apportion¬ 
ment we receive from the ULCA is 
just the statement of our fair share 
(or equal proportion) of the cost of 
this work. We have never done our 
fair share, we have never met our 
apportionment in full. 

I think it is time for us to quit 
making excuses for ourselves (an art 
at which we are rapidly becoming 
expert). Heroes of the faith are not 
made out of the soft stuff we have 
been trying to feed ourselves. May 
Christ give us courage to accept and 
strength to do our full and fair share 
of the work of our Church.
